3* The village street;* of Zhivovtsi were not illuminated at night, although 
all homes had electricity. Water was obtained from atreet well®, Trudo- 
vaks were forbidden to buy food from the population or to associate with 
them. They were permitted to be in the village streets only on Sundays 
until 2000 hours and were restricted to their quarters on weekdays . *
